This was perhaps thirty-five minutes later. I 
saw alight inthe cottage and heard a ham- 
mering or smashing sound.“ 

It was plainly evident from the above testi- 
mony that the man who ran 80 rapidly up the 
stairway was Dr. Oronin, intent only on ren- 
dering succor to some dying man. 

THE COTTAGE TENANTS. 

Young Carlson was the next witness for the 
State. ‘‘I was present when the furniture 
was brought to the cottage, two days after the 
rental, March 22. Two men, who called 
themselves Williams, unloaded the truck. 
The driver remained seated; he did not handle 
the goods. I casually stepped up to the driver 
and discovered that he was a Swede. I spoke 


to him in that language and he told me that he 
had brought the furniture from 117 Clark 
street. 
The story ofthe men who rented the cot- 
tage having formerly roomed at 117 Clark 
street, where the furni- 
ture was taken by A. 0 
Revel & Co., is thus veri- 
fied. The next witness 
wasone of importance. 
She was young Mrs. Carl- 
son and was attired in 
deep black with a heavy 
mourning veil covering 
herface. Said she: 

‘*I visited my mother- 
in-law March 20. While 
at their bome—a cottage 

. , which sits in the rear of 
Detective Coughlin. the fatal cottage—a man 
knocked at the door and entered. He came 
from the back part of the premises in the 
vicinity of Saflivan’s barn or house. He said 
he desired to see the cottage which was for 
rent. Old Mr. Carison took him over and 
showed him about the place. They 
returned, and the man said he 
would take the cottage, at the same time 
producing $12, the amount of the first month’s 
rent. He gave his name as Frank Williams. 
While the receipt forthe money was being 
made out, young Mr. Carison asked Mr. Will- 
lams what was his business, calling or pro- 
fession. This not suit Williams, for he 
looked sullenly at Auestloner and at all of 
us, and then 1 g hie eyes, said: ‘Iam 
employed down A. I remarked shortly 
after he left that he seemed mad at the ques- 
tion. When he departed he did not go to the 
front, toward Ashiand avenue, but started 
over toward Sullivan’s: Heseemed anxious 
to get out of the house.

SMITH IN AN UGLY POSITION. 
According to a morning paper there appears 
to be more in the story which Detective 
Cougblin told about the connection of the 
man whom he called Thomas Smith, from 
Houghton, Mich., than bas been supposed. 
The man calls himself Willard Smith. The 
notes of Coughlin’s statement to Mayor 
Creiger were produced before the Grand-jury 
and they placed smith 
~ “position. His name, 
a baptismal one, is 
oh he was known in Chi- 
. the Chicago Avene Station 
to inquire for Coughlin. Coughlin and himself 
immediately established intimate frelations. 
Smith really paid $3 to Coughlin as fpayment 
forthe use of a buggy given on Coughiin’s 
recommendations. This is established by the 
testimony of the desk Sergeant at the 
station. Smith has recently been keeping 
company with a somewhat frolicsome young 
woman at a certain resort here. The same 
young woman is an intimate friend of a Pink- 
erton detective. Sbe has given the detective 
some valuable pointers in reference to Smith. 
Smith shaved off his heavy coat of beard the 
day after the Cronin murder. The barber 
who did the shaving has given testimony. 
Smith threw away his siouch hat the same 
day. He bought a new one, that which he 
now wears. The hatter has been discovered 
and can be produced if it is deemed advis- 
able. 
Moreover, the hostier at Dinan’s livery 
stable identifies Smith as the person who 
drove off the white horse the evening of May 
4. Smith has been rather flush recently. He 
has spent money freely and could not account 
satisfactorily for himself. He is on excellent 
terms now with the authorities. The State’s 
Attorney will not further trouble him until 
the next Grand-jury meets. 
SMITH UNDER ARREST. 
The intimation in several morning papers 
that Willard J. Smith may possibly know 
something more ot the Cronin case than yet 
suspected §brought that gentleman into the 
city this morning from Riverside. He went 
before Chief Hubbard, and after again deny- 
ing any complicity in the murder, at the sug- 
gestion of the Chief visited the jail and De- 
tective Coughlin was brought from his cell. The 
suspicion against Smith rests on the fact that 
his name is Smith, that he came originully 
from Hancock, Mich., and that he does not 
give a very straight account of bis life in this 


city. 

Reno, Willard,’’ said Coughlin, when he 
was confronted by Smith. 
„Hello, Dan,’’ replied Smith. 
Is this the Smith you meant when you 
stated that the buggy you ordered at 
Dinan’s was for ‘Tom Smith of Hancock, 
Mich.,’ an old friend who had since gone to 
New Mexico?’’ asked Chief Hubbard.

THE CRONIN MURDER. 


A Discussion Growing Out of It Causes Sen- 
sational Scenes and a Suit. 


To-day Mr. Henry Bruns of 1518 Leffingwell 
avenue, appeared before Justice Hendricks 
and made affidavit to a peace warrant against 
Michael Moran, whom he charges with having 
called him (Mr. Bruns), vile names, 
assuming a threatening attitude, placing 
his hand upon his hip pocket as 
if to draw a weapon and threat- 
ening to kill him. The disturbance 


occurred on last Wednesday at the grocery 
store of F. H. Portman, corner of Cass and 
Leflingwell avenues, and was thejoutgrowth 
of a discussion on the Dr. Cronin murder. 
Mr. Bruns is a German-American while Mr. 
Moran, as his nawe indicates, is an Irishman. 
Both parties live in the same neighborbood 
and are well acquainted with each 
other. In the midst of the {dis- 
cussion Mr. Bruns, who saw no harm 
in passing a joke on the occasion, said to 
Moran: ‘‘Il understand that your father was a 
Fenian,’’ or words to that effect. This 
angered Mr. Moran, who began to abuse 
Bruns, and some uncomplimentary language 
was used on both sides. It was during this 
demonstration that Moran is said to have 
threatened the life of Mr. Bruns, and Mr. Bruns 
used janguage that led Mr. Moran to enter 
a $5,000 damage suit in the Circuit Court 
against Mr. Bruns for slander, which 
noted in yesterday’s PosT-DISPATCH.

THE SIOUX RESERVATION 


DANGERS OF AN INDIAN WAR IF IT 18 
THROWN OPEN TO SETTLEMENT. 


An Old Frontiersman’s Opinion on the Sub- 
ject—formidable Character of the Tribes 
—What Giving Up Their Hunting Grounds 
Means to the Indians—A Serious Situa- 
tion. ‘ 


90 H E progress of the Sioux 


Commission which is to ne- 

gotiate with the Indians for 

the purchase of a large part 

of their lands will be 

watched with the greatest 

interest by all the citizens 

of Dakota and Northern 

Wyoming, said Leonard 

K. Lavie of Cheyenne, a 

gentleman largely inter- 

ested in cattle in both Ter- 

¥ ta ritories. ‘‘Of course a large 

majority of the people of the Northwestern 

Territories are strongly in favor of the pur- 

chase of the lands, but among some of the 

older heads and those who have most at 

stake this sentiment is by no means 80 uni- 
versal. 

A FAVORITE HUNTING GROUND. 

It is true that the Indians are asked to give 
up but 9,000,000 acres, and that they will have 
over 11,000,000 left, but this means cutting off 
the best part oftheir hunting grounds, none 
too ample at the best, and will, 
unless all previous experience proves 
misleading, cause great want among 
them at certain seasons of the 
year. The privations of the Indians could be 
endurea by the average Westerner with not a 
little philosophy, if their sufferings were the 
only redult, but we knowthat if they cannot 
live on their reservations they will help them- 
selves from the adjoining ranches, and when 
on a thieving expedition the savages are 
almost certain to indulge themselves in a little 
murder. There has been no trouble in this 
part of the country tor years, but 
that is an indication that difficulties that 


can lead to war may easily arise. A freshly 

thrashed Indian is a verv docile individual, 

but asarule they have very short memories, 

and when undisturbed for several years get a 

most undue opinion of their own strength. 
WARLIKE TRIBES. 

The tribes that inhabit the mountains now 
in controversy have always been among the 
most dangerous on the plains. The majority 
are Sioux, but the aggressiveand turbulent 
element is found among the less mu- 
merous but far more daring and 
energetic Cheyennes. There are 8 five 
Sioux to one Cheyenne, there being under 
three thousand of the latter; but most of the 
leaders belong to this tribe, and their influ- 
ence is paramount. These are the men that 
wiped out Custer and his command, and, asa 
matter of fact, they were never thoroughly 
beaten. The older warriors are not anxious 
to again try conclusions with the Govern- 
ment, but the young bucks, who have 
been brought up on the stories of the 
great battleson the Little Big Horn and the 
Rosebud are eager to measure their strength 
against the enemy that their fathers defeated, 
and can with difficulty be restrained by the 
older men. 

LAST YEAR’S FAILURE. 

The negotiations carriedon last summer had 
as bad an effect as can well be imagined. The 
commissioners indulged in some ill-advised 
threats that if the reservation was not 
given up peacefully it would be oc- 
cupied forcibiy. The fact that 
this sacame to nothing is regarded 
by many as a sign of weakness, and has in- 
clined thousands of the younger men to hold 
on to their lands at all hazards. Then the 
commissioners tried to set one party against 
another, as unwise a proceeding as could well 
have been conceived. Old Gall, who was out 
of sympathy with the greater part of his tribe, 
has become its most powerful chief, owing to 
his opposition to the whites, and his influence 
will be most seriously felt in every 
move made by the commission. Should 
a sale be effected, there will 
be a large discontented element ready to 
break out at the first pinch of hunger. The 
settlers wholfare waiting to rush into the 
reservation will not stand having Indians 
hunting overtheir lands, trouble would be 
certain to result, and at any moment a thous- 
and Sioux and Cheyenne horsemen may be 
hurled upon the settlers. The result would 
of course be that a fearful beating 
would be administered, but to pursue 
the broken bands into the Wind 
River and Bitter Root Mountains, 
the most ruggedin the country, would be 
both difficult and dangerous. No trouble is 
likely to occur this year, but after a hard 
winter, ifthe Indians run short of food, they 
are likely to take the war path as soon as the 
grass is long enough to afford forage for their 
ponies. No reservation in the country con- 
tains such strong and formidable tribes, and 
not a few of us hope that they may be left un- 
disturbed.’’

The Parneil Inquiry. 


LONDON, May 29.—Maurice Healy, member 
of Parliament for Cork, was a witness before 
the Parnell Commission to-day. He admitted 
thatthe Cork branch of the League had re- 


ceived applications from other branches for 
lists of merchants who were members of the 
League in order that other merchants might 
be boycotted. Mr. Healy held that it was 
legitimate to place such a pressure upon shop- 
keepers. 

MR. BIGGAR. 

Mr. Joseph Biggar, member of Parliament 
for West Cavan, testified that he had been a 
member of the Supreme Council of the Fenian 
Mrotnerhood but had been expelled in 
1877 for advocating constitution action. 
He joined the Land League in 1879. He de- 
clared that the speech he made at Cork in the 
spring of 1880, in which he referred to the 
Anarchist Hartmann as having imitators in 
Ireland, had been misunderstood. As a fact, 
he had only warned thesupporters of Whiggish 
candidates that the disgust of the people was 
likely to result in the use of dynamite. Ina 
subsequent speech at Castleton he advised 
the people to take care that the land they 
occupied should be of no value to land- 
grabbers. He had further said that it was no 
partofthe League’s duty to recommend the 
shooting of the landlords, but that it was its 
duty to defend anybody charged with shoot- 
ing landlords or their agents. He had said 
this because no confidence was ‘placed in the 
administration of the law, and he had held 
that the League Ought to defend prisoners 
whose crimes were the outcome of bad laws. 
jie and Patrick Egan were the trustees of the 
funds of the League. He could not associate 
either Egan or Sheridan with outrages. 

THE,FENIAN FUNDS, 

Mr. Biggar said he had contributed nothing 
to the Fenian funds. His object in joining the 
Brotherhood was to obtain its assistance in 
Parliamentary elections. Sir Henry James 
cross-examined Mr. Biggar. Witness said he 
never took partin the work of the League. 
He never drew a check or saw a bank book. 
He did not know where the record 
of the money dealings of the League 
was kept nor ai he even know 
why he had been associated with Egan as 
Treasurer. Just before the suppression of the 
Lard League most of the books were removed. 
Thirty-two books had been handed to Mr. 
Boames, solicitor of the Times. 

Presiding Judge Hannen remarked that this 
was the firsttime he had heard about these 
books. Sir tenry James said that it was a 
mistake. There were no such books in Mr. 
Soames’ possession. 

Mr. Biggar said that all the important books 
of the league had been removed to England. 
They were very buiky. He did not know that 
any of the books had been destroyed. He had 
not the slightest notion of what had become of 
the missing documents.

WASHINGTON, D. O., May 29.—A local 
paper says some flattering words in behalf of 
George Bain of St. Louis as a business man 
thoroughly equipped for the Glasgow con- 
sulate, in contention with a New Hampshire 
paper which urges the retention of Mr. Un- 
derwood in that position on account of his 
literary attainments.

The Mentone Affair.

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 29.—Mr. Gilbert 
Van Nostrand of Newburg, N. I., arrived on 
the midnight train Monday night and drove 
immediately tothe Hotel Arno, where Secre- 


tary Tracy and his family are located. The 
Van Nostrands and the family of Secretary 
Tracy are intimate personal friends and the 
Secretary is very much exercised over 
the treatment his friends received in 
France and proposes to have the 
matter thoroughly looked into. Mr. 
Van Nostrand in company with Secretary 
Tracy went to the State Department in the 
morning simply to pay his respects, but Sec- 
retary Blaine was not inthe department. Mr. 
Van Nostrand will have a special audience 
with Secretary Blaine to-day. Mr. Van Nos- 
trand was one ofthe party who went to Mt. 
Vernon onthe Despatch yesterday morning 
on the excursion given by Secretary Blaine 
in honor of the nglish inister, 
Sir Julian Pauncefote. Mr. Van 
Nostrand is naturally indignant at the 
treatment of his sisters by the French authori- 
ties and said that he intended to press the 
matter with all the abilityin his power to 
bring these outrageous violators of the law 
and decency to a prompt account. As before 
mentioned, Secretary Tracy is very much in- 
terested in the case and will accompany Mr. 
Van Nostrand to the State Department to-day 
and present his case to Secretary Blaine. 
MINISTER REID’S DISPATCH. 

A cable was received from Minister Reid last 
night acknowledging the receipt of 
the instructions of Mr. Blaine in 
this matter, and saying that he would 
cause a thorough investigation ofthe case to 
be made and advise the department of the re- 
sult by cabie. The matter was quite a theme 
on the trip of the Despatch and the ladies of 
the party, some of whom bad had similar ex- 
periences while abroad, were outspoken in 
their condemnation. Secretary Blaine said 
that he would bave a thoroughb sifting of the 
matter and would insist upon the punishment 
and dismissal from office of the men who 
engaged in such outrageous conduct. It is 
expected that a report in the case will be re- 
ceived from Minister Reid in the course of a 
few days when the State Department will be 
in a position to act in a decisive manner. The 
department will not be satisfied with an 
apology from the French ofhcials. That must 
come in the course of events, but with it must 
appecs also the dismissal from office of these 
offending parties. 

Secretary Tracy said that if there was a law 
on the statute book to reach these people it 
would be carried out to the full letter and as 
the courtesies of international relations be- 
tween two countries required a full and 
explicit statement of the entire matter, he 
was satisfied that the French Government, 
when fully apprised of the true intent and 
purpose of these remarkable occurrences, 
would institute such proceedings as would be 
amply satisfactory to the United States ard 
to the parties directly ccncerned, This he is 
sure would be the case when all facts in the 
case were presented. 

MR. VAN NOSTRAND’S STATEMENT. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 29.—Gardner 
Van Nostrand, the brother of one of the 
American ladies who were arrested in Men- 
tone, France, at the instigation ofa milliner, 
was at the Department of State this morning.

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THE DECORATION DAY QUESTION, 


The unpleasantness which has arisen 
between the School Board and the local 
members of the G. A.J R. over the question 
of granting a holiday to the school chil- 
dren on Decoration Day is unfortunate 
for several reasons. 

One of the reasons for regret is that the 
action of the School Board in refusing to 
make the Soth a holiday is capable of a 
misinterpretation abroad which shall 
place St. Louis in an unfavorable light. It 
gives opportunity for malicious critics to 
assert that the school authorities 
of this city were lacking in pat- 
riotism and were willing to deny 
public honors to the valiant dead who 
died forthe preservation of the Union. 
The absurdity of this charge will not pre- 
vent howling fanatics from casting reflec- 
tions on the people of St. Louis. 

The School Board doubtless acted from 
a sense of duty in accordance with a new 
policy which had just been outlined with 
regard to school holidays. That policy on 
general principles is entirely defensible 
and commends itself to the people as 
right and proper. In stating that chil- 
dren whose parents desire them to partic- 
ipate in{the memorial exercises will be 
excused without depriving others of 
school privileges the board has given a 
ground of justification for its action. 

On the other hand, the resentment of 
the veterans of the G. A. R. and the criti- 
cism of the action of the board are in a 
large degree justified. The scant courtesy 
shown the communication of the G. A. R. 
committee cannot be excused. Nor was 
it proper for the board to class Decora- 
tion Day with the ordinary picnic holi- 
days. The sentiment which devotes one 
day inthe year to strewing with flowers 
the graves of the brave men who died for 
their country is altogether praiseworthy. 
The custom is beautiful and honorable. 
It is a patriotic duty to observe it. It is 
alsoa patriotic duty toimpress upon the 
minds of the children the value of the 
services of the men who fought to pre- 
serve the blessings of a free and united 
country and to teach them to cherish feel- 
ings of deep gratitude and respect for 
them, 

In no other way can this lesson of 
patriotism be so firmly implanted on their 
minds as by devoting one day to honoring 
the dead soldiers. 

It would have been entirely proper for 
the School Board to have observed the 
custom by giving at least a half-holiday 
to all the children. There is more or less 
demoralization attending excusing part 
of the pupils and if, with the holiday, the 
children should be given instruction as to 
its significance the occasion would be of 
important educational value in the train- 


ing of American citizens.

There was a good deal of rank perjury 
in the effort to make a case against 
TUCKER, SAUNDERS and other Confederate 
agents in Canada, connecting them with 
the assassination of President LINCOLN 
and other crimes, but no court-martial or 
civil court ever found them guilty or 
punished them. Some of the witnesses 
ugainst them, however, were afterwards 
exposed toinfamy, and a repetition of 
the testimony against Rev. STUART Ron- 
INSON involved some newspapers in libel 
suits which they were gladto get out of 
by the retraction and apology method. 

But it is preposterous to say or suppose 
that either BLAINE or HARRISON was ig- 
norant of the testimony before the 
Surratt court-martial when they , ap- 
pointed one of its members, Gen. 
LEw WALLACE, and BEVERLY TUCKER 
envoys to  Haryti. That testimony 
was published and discussed in the papers 
far and wide from 1865 to 1870 and later 
and no public man of such prominence as 
BLAINE and HARRISON at that time 
should try to plead ignorance or forgetful- 
ness of the charges against BEVERLY 
TUCKER and the other Confederate Com- 
missioners in Canada. 

The appointment only shows that 
loyal lobby services rendered or to 
be rendered to the HBlaine-Elkins 
jobbing interest overbalances all blots 
in political and personal records.

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A NATURAL GAS STRIKE. 


AN ENGINEER WHILE MAKING SOUNDINGS 
OPENS A POCKET. 


Preliminary Work for the Establishment of 
a Brewery Water- Works Leads to a Dia- 
covery—What the Engineer in Charge 
Has to Say ofthe Find—The Flow Weak. 


DISCOVERY of nat- 
ural gas was made 
here about noon yes- 
terday in a purely ac- 
cidental manner. 
Recentiy the Anheu- 
ser- Busch Brewing 
Association employ- 
ed Charles H. Led- 
lie, a bydraulic en- 
gineer, to conduct 

new soundings tor 

them at the river, 
with a view of as- 
= certaining what it 
Fr would cost them to 
| erect a private wa. 
terworks, and where 
it could be built at 
the least cost. Mr. 

Ledlie has been 

conducting these 

soundings along the river front in the neigh- 
borhood of the brewery, which is on Arsenal 
street. Pipes have been sunk and the 
formation of the ground ascertained—tbat is, 
the depth of the layers, mud, sand, etc., from 
the earth’s surface to the rock. Yesterday 
they were sounding just below Dorcas street 
on the river front, and when they were about 
to pull up the pipes at noon Mr. Davis, fore- 
man of the gang of workmen, cried out: 
Jou ought to put your hand here and feel 
the current of alr.“ 
MR. CONNORS, 

Mr. Ledlie’s assistant felt a current of air 
coming through the pipe and said it smelt 
sulphurous, like gas. Mr. Ledlie ordered 
them to touch a light to it, and when they did 
so, a flame shot upinto the air a couple of 
feet and continued to burn. 

It was nota steady flame, however, re- 
marked Mr. Ledlie, but shot up and down 
in spurts. When we removed the top pipe 
the flame appeared at the mouth of the lower 
pipe and when we removed it the flame disap- 
peared altogether. The quicksand had evi- 
dently run in and filled the hole. Afterward 
wesunk the pipe in the same hole, butthe 
gas did not burn. We have bored 
at points about twenty-five feet and about 
fifty feet from there and struck no gas sol 
think this was ere only a pocket forma- 
tion and of no value. The pressure was very 
light and the gas had astrong smell, whereas 
natural gas is almost if not entirely odorless. 
I have no idea the discovery amounts 
to anything and we will not attempt 
to work on it any further unless 

MR. SPRAUL, 

the General Superintendent ofthe brewery, 
orders us to do so. Ihave not been able to 
see him since the discovery was made. We 
struck the gas right at the top of the 
rock, a distance of twenty seven or 
twenty-sight feet down. The ground is 
all made ground, having formerly been 
part of the river bed and it is not likely that 
natural gas would be found there. The pres- 
sure was so slight, I scarcely think it would 
have lifted a blotter and the flame was not 
more than about two feet long. 

Could there be natural gas below the 
rock?’’ 

„do not know, but don’t think there is, 
and will not drill for -it unless instructed 
to do so. The whole matter will be laid be- 
fore Mr. Spraul. The account in this morn- 
ing’s paper about the find is greatly ex- 
aggerated. There was no 6-foot flame and no 
such pressure as described, and 1 really have 
very little confidence in natural gasin paying 
quantity existing there. We quit work shortly 
after noon yesterday on account of the rain, 
which also prevented us from doing anything 
there to-day.

A TOUCHING SCENE. 


Mrs. Emma O’Rourke’s Child Taken From 
Her in Court—Legal Notes. 


The trial of the O’Rourke habeas corpus 
case in Judge Fisher’s court bas brought to 
light a queer colony of people on Cedar and 
Almond streets who flourish on divorces, 
family brawls and street fights, acording to 
the testimony of witnesses.

When she recovered she 
found Mr. O’ Rourke lying senseless in a pass- 
age-way with a wound in the back of his head.

When this order was given the 
mother rushed to her child, but the husband 
prevented her taking it and she made quite a 
scene.

ments were also fitted up for 
the Friends at a cost of $30,000.

Will District Attorney Reynolds Ask for a 
Democratic Assistant in the Grand - Jury 
Room?—An Example oft Fairness Set 
by His Predecessor Under Similar Cir- 
cumstances—Political Places. 


N next Monday the 
United States Circuit, 
Court will meet. Al- 
though there is a 
Grand-jury in session 
in the District Court, 
it may be found neves- 
sary to impanel an- 
other Grand-jury to 
take up certain evi- 
dence. It isa question 
in law as to whether 
the District Grand-jury can indict a person 
who has been called before it and ques- 
tioned concerning a criminal case. There 
is no question but that some of the 
witnesses examined by the jury in the Dis- 
trict Court have perjured themselves in or- 
der to save political friends. In one of the 
cases six persons who secured naturalization 
papers through the efforts of a prominent 
politician were called before the jury and 
questioned and n each instance the witness 
swore that he possessed the quali- 
heations required, although there 
was ample reason to suppose 
that the witnesses were perjuring themselves. 
If a jury is called in the Circuit Court all these 
matters may be inquired into, and the 
WITNESSES MAY BE INDICTED. 

District Attorney Reynolds will not re- 
turn from the session of the court at 
Hannibal until next Saturday. In 
the meantime the investigation is being 
made under the direction of Assistant District- 
Attorney Johnson. Some prominent citizens 
are awaiting the return of District-Attorney 
Reynolds before taking a step which might be 
construed as a reflection. The facts of the 
case were discussed ata quiet meeting of Demo- 
crats held at the Southern Hotel last evening. 
Three years ago, when a Democratic District 
Attorney came into office and Democratic 
frauds were under investigation, Mr. D. P. 
Dyer was appointed as Special Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney. Atthe request of District At- 
torney Bashaw he took charge of the 
Grand-jury investigation, the only place 
where he could do effective service. 
The result was that the Democratic election 
crimes of November, 1886—trivial in compar- 
ison with the monster frauds of last Novem- 
ber—committed by both parties, were fully 
investigated and tbe offenders punished.

ST. LOUIS LACKS NEARLY FIVE INCHES OF 
HER SPRING SUPPLY. 


Some Facts for Weather Cranks to Feed 
Upon—A History of the Present Soaker 
and Figures to Upset Two Popular Im- 
pressions—How Suburban Prayers Were 
Answered,

ORTH STEIN,THE SC. 
THE PENITEs. 


“Wy 
The Tale ofa Brilliant Young Villain “Y 
Was Once Well Known in St, Louis— 
Central Figure in a Kansas City Murder— 
Ris Adventures in California and the 


ERVY Orth Stein is 
now serving a term 
in the Florida Peni- 
tentlary, and those 
who know him in St. 
Louis and elsewhere 
are only surprised 
that he is ever en- 
gaged in any other 
occupation. Heisa 
young man of extra- 
ordinary ability, a 
brilliant writer, an 
entertaining speaker 
and a consummate 
scoundrel. To the 
sorrow of many an 
editor he has been 
engaged for some 
years in newspaper 
work, and he might 
* make his mark in 
that calling if he was honest, but he is natu- 
rally ascamp and he has never succeeded, if 
he has ever tried, in mastering this natural 
disposition. His career isastrange one. It 
contains some odd experiences—a murder, 
many acts of infamy and innumerable 
criminal incidents. Stein was born in Ohio, 
and in the little town where he lived Stein’s 
father was a prominent and a wealthy man. 
Orth was wild as a boy, and when he grew up 
he left home and went West. He wrote sev- 
eral short stories and drifted into newspaper 
work on one of the Leadville dailies. He re- 
mained in Leadville for some time, then 
Grifted about for a while, but settled in Den- 
ver. He remained there for a year or two 
and there he developed into a forger. He 
counterfeited the signatures of a number of 
people there, but always to small checks, and 
by the insignificance of his operations kept 
out of trouble until his reputation there grew 
fetid and he had to leave. He then moved to 
Kansas City and began newspaper work there, 
and there he committed a murder that fora 
while was the sensation of the day. 

Stein bad an affair with a woman of ques- 
tionable reputation. Her apartments were on 
the second story of a house and the rooms 
were reached by a narrow stairway that 
mounted from the rear of asmall, dark hall. 
The light from the street did not penetrate 
more than a few feet into the narrow passage, 
and five steps from the doorone had to feel 
one’s way. Stein had often visited the apart- 
ments and was familiar with the hall and 
stairway. One night after he had finished 
work he started for the woman’s apartments. 
He walked through the passage, but at the 
foot of the steps ran against a man who 
had evidently stopped when he saw someone 
enter the doorway. Stein asked who was 
there, and the man responded with a similar 
inquiry. Stein recognized the voice, but 
what followed their recognition no one but 
Stein knows. A moment later ne shot 
was heard and a policeman arrésted Stein 
just as he was leaving the door. A crowd as- 
sembled and lights were brought. At the foot 
of the stairs the dead boay of 

W. A. FREDERICKS, 

the manager of the Kansas City Opera-house 
was found with a bullet through the heart. 
Stein was taken to jail and when the 
Grand-jury met he was _ indicted for 
murder in the first degree. When bis 
trial took place he was convicted 
though the Prosecuting Attorney bad a diffi- 
cult task to prove an intent to murder. Stein 
pleaded self-defense. He said that Fredericks 
had assaulted him and thrown him down and 
he only shot when he thought it necessary to 
his own safety. The woman testified as to her 
relations with Stein and Fredericks’ visit to 
her rooms; the policeman to his arrest of 
Stein, and members of the crowd to the find- 
* of Fredericks’ body. But no one saw the 

ling and no one knew what had occurted. 
It was done in the dark, and the murderer 
and his victim were the only ones present. 
Yet the jury convicted nim, but, thinking 
there might be a shadow of truth in his story, 
they imposed a sentence of twenty years in the 
Penitentiary instead of death. Stein’s attorneys 
moved for a new trial and the motion 
was wranted. Again the case was fouuht bit- 
terly, but this time the jury found for Stein 
and he was acquitted. His father had helped 
him out of his trouble and almost ruined bhim- 
self. Out of acomfortable fortune nothing 
was left butafew thousand dollars. Stein 
went home and lived there quietly until his 
father’s death, some months later, and when 
the old man died he left to his wife and 
daughter all he had—§11,000. After a little 
while Orth induced his mother to turn that 
money over to him to start a weekl 
papem and he opened a newspaper of- 
fice, es his sheet on red paper. 
Novel as the idea was it failed, and after Stein 
hud spent halt of his mother’s "all in the enter- 
prise he took the balance and went to Chi- 
cago, leaving his motherand sister penni- 
less. In Chicage he became acquainted witha 
notorious woman, the keeper of a bagnio, and 
with her he

CAME TO sr. LOUIS, 
representing that she was his wife. He ob- 
tained a position on the Globe- Democrat during 
the railroad strike of 1886, and then gave an- 
other sample of his bright but unscrupu- 
lous work. Hea was the author of the 
**Fort Boodle’’ stories and wrote the pathetic 
but false accounts of the poverty of the strik- 
ers, pretending to describe bow the families 
of the strikers were — how their chil- 
dren were seeking morsels of foodin barrels of 
refuse. The stories were denied, but Stein 
maintained his lies. Heand his alleged wife 
boarded at a fashionable boarding- house on 
Morgan street, just above Thirty-first, and his 
insinuating manners soon found an ‘openin 
for them in good circles of society. He pose 
as a ‘‘bdrilliant young journalist, and she 
was avery entertaing woman. They were in- 
vited to euchre parties and Stein was often 
complimented on his skill as a card player. 

After a time he began bis old tricks. He 
forged the checks of well known hotel- keepers 
and business men and soon found he would 
have to leave the city. The end of a month

DEAD FIVE DAYS. 


The Horrible Discovery Made in a New 
York Tenement Housé, 


By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCH. 

New York, May 29.—For four days past the 
twenty families in the big ‘‘double decker’’ 
tenement at No. 319 Sixteenth street have 
been complaining of an odor which seemed to 
arise from thecellar. Yesterday the stench 
became absolutely unbearable and Joh» 
Dussick, the janitor of the house, finally 


called in Policeman Kane ofthe Sixty-sev- 
enth Street Police Station to investigate the 
matter. The policeman thought that 
the odor came from the three rooms 
occupied by Mrs. Bridget Hanrahan, a 
widow who, with her 18-yeaf-old son John, 
lived on the first floor. He burst in the front 
door of their apartments and as he did so 
John Hanraban rose from a lounge and stag- 
gered toward the policeman. He was appar 
ently in a maudlin state of intoxication and 
acted as though insane. The room was in a 
shocking condition. Continuing his investi- 
gation, with a handkerchief pressed to his 
nose, the policeman waded through a mass of 
rags to a rear room and finally reached a 
little bedroom behind this apartment. 

On the bed lay the body of Mrs. Hanrahan 
already black from decomposition. The pe- 
liceman rapped for assistance and took young 
Hanrahan to the station-house, whence he 
was speedily taken to Bellevue Hospital. The 
woman’s body was sent to the morgue by 
Police Captain Gunner, who also directed the 
Board of Health to disinfect the premises, 
which are in a condition that places the lives 
of the tenants in peril. The discovery of the 
body creased much excitement and no little 
indignation in East Sixtieth street. For hours 
the street in front of the big tenement house 
was packed with people. It was learned that 
Mrs, Hanrahan was 50 years of age. 

Cornelius Mahoney of No. 772 Second ave- 
nue, a second cousin of the dead woman, said 
he was her only relative besides her son in 
this city. He had not geen her for months. 
Until two years aco she had been employed 
as a domestic by Paul Bach, on East Seventy- 
second street. She had accumu'tated a littie 
money and was living upon it. Three months 

o she moved with her son to her late home. 
The mother and son did not make any ac- 
quaintances, and the son, who is a carpenter 
seemed to be drunk much of the time and 
rarely worked. For many days the people 
in the house had not seen her. The last per- 
son who saw her except her son was Mrs. 
Ellen Driscoll of No. 402 East Forty-second 
street, afriend who visited her one week ago 
last Sunday. Mrs. Hanrahan was then com- 
plaining of severe pains in her head. It 
seemed likely that both the woman and her 
son were upon a prolonged debauch. The son 
refuses to say a word about his mother’s death 
and is very weak, apparently from wantor 
food. At the hospital he was placed in 
the alcoholic cells under the care of Dr. 
Dunn, who said that the man was suffering 
from alcoholism and meningitis. He re- 
garded him as partially insane from the effects 
of constant drinking without taking any food. 
Hanrahan told the doctor that he had been 
drinking e ily sinee last October. Ue kept
